TO 

Confirm certain Provisional Orders of the Local Govern- a.d. 1920. 
ment Board for Ireland relating to the Dublin Port 
Sanitary Authority the Urban Districts of Killiney and 
Bally brack and Sligo and the County of Limerick. 

W HEBEAS the Local Government Board for Ireland (herein- 
after referred to as “the Local Government Board”) have 
made the Provisional Orders set out in Schedules A and B 
hereto under the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1918 
5 and the Provisional Orders set out in Schedules 0 and D hereto 
under the Local Government (Ireland) Act 1898 : 

And whereas it is requisite that the said Orders should be 
confirmed by Parliament and that the provisions herein contained 
should be enacted with reference to those Orders : 

10 Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same as follows : — 

1. The Orders set out in the schedules hereto are hereby Orders h, 

15 confirmed and all the provisions thereof shall have full validity 

, „ confirmed. 

and. force. 

2. The council of the urban district of Killiney and Bally- Restriction 
brack shall not under the powers of the Order relating to that take'hiuLo' 
district and hereby confirmed purchase or acquire in any urban of working 
20 district any house which on the fifteenth day of December last class - 
was occupied either wholly or partially by thirty or more persons 
belonging to the working class as tenants or lodgers or except 
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A.D. 1920. with the consent of the Local Government Board any house 
which was not so occupied on the said fifteenth day of December 
but has been or shall be subsequently so occupied. 

If the said urban district council acquire or appropriate any 
house or houses for the purposes of the said Order in contra- 5 
vention of the foregoing provisions they shall be liable to a 
penalty of five hundred pounds in respect of every such house 
which penalty shall be recoverable by the Local Government 
Board by action in the High Court and shall be carried to and 
form part of the Consolidated Bund of the United Kingdom 10 
Provided that the Court may if it think fit reduce such penalty. 

Por the purposes of this section the expression “house” 
means any house or part of a house occupied as a separate 
dwelling and the expression “ working class 55 means mechanics 
artizans labourers and others working for wages hawkers coster- 15 
mongers persons not working for wages but working at some 
trade or handicraft without employing others except members 
of then* own families and persons other than domestic servants 
whose income does not exceed an average of thirty shillings a 
week and the families of any of such persons who may be 20 
residing with them. 

Short, title. 3. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Provisional Orders Confirmation (No. 1) Act 1920.

SCHEDULE A. 

DUBLIN POUT SANITARY AUTHORITY. 

Provisional Order to alter and amend a Confirming Act Dublin Dart. 
5 and a Local Act. 

WHEREAS by the Dublin Port Sanitary Order 1900 being a Pro- 
visional Order of the Local Government Board for Ireland (in this 
Order referred to as “ the Local Government Board ”) which was con- 
firmed by the Local Government Board (Ireland) Provisional Orders 63 & ti-l- Viet. 
10 (No. 4) Act 1900 (which Order and Act are in this Order respectively Cl ocv ' 
referred to as “the Order of 1900” and “the confirming Act”) a 
port sanitary authority was constituted for the part of the port of 
Dublin described in the said Order by forming a joint board under 
the name of the Dublin Port Sanitary Authority consisting of twenty- 
15 two representative members of the several constituent authorities therein 
specified being sanitary authorities of sanitary districts forming parts 
of or abutting on the said part of the said port and having jurisdiction 
therein : 

And whereas the said constituent authorities include (amongst 
20 other authorities) the corporation of Dublin being the sanitary authority 
for the county borough of Dublin the North Dublin Rural District 
Council being the sanitary authority for the North Dublin Rural District 
and the Clontarf Urban District Council being the sanitary authority 
for the Clontarf Urban District and by Article 3 of the said Order it 
25 is jirovided that of the members of the said joint board fourteen shall 
be elected by the corporation ’ of Dublin two by the North Dublin 
Rural District Council and one by the Clontarf Urban District Council 
and by Article 15 of the said Order it is provided that five members 
shall constitute a quorum at all meetings of the said joint board : 

30 And whereas under and by virtue of the Dublin Corporation Act 63 & 64 Viet. 
1900 (in this Order referred to as “ the local Act ”) the urban district c - cclxiv - 
council of Clontarf was dissolved and the said urban district was added 
to and became part of the county borough of Dublin and the rights 
privileges powers authorities duties and liabilities of the said urban 
36 district council were transferred to the corporation of Dublin : 

xVnd whereas the town of Howth which was situated in and 
formed part of the North Dublin Rural District was separated from the 
said rural district and was constituted an urban sanitary district under 
the name of the urban district of Howth under and by virtue of an 
40 Order of the Local Government Board dated the second day of October 
nineteen hundred and nineteen : 
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And whereas the Howtli Urban District forms part of or abuts 
upon the said part of the said port and the Ilowth Urban District 
Council is a sanitary authority having jurisdiction in the said part of 
the said port : 

And whereas the corporation of Dublin have made an application 5 
to the Local Government Board for a Provisional Order to alter or 
amend the confirming Act so far as it relates to the Order of 1900 
and the local Act so far as it affects the said Order : 

And whereas after inquiry it appears expedient to Us the Local 
Government Board that the said Acts should be altered and amended 10 
in maimer hereinafter appearing : 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance of 
the powers given to Us by section 205 and section 214 of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act 1S78 and of all other powers enabling Us in 
that behalf do hereby order that from and after the passing of the 15 
Act of Parliament confirming this Order the following provisions shall 
have effect (that is to say) : — 

1. The confirming Act so far as it relates to the Order of 1900 

and the local Act so far as it affects that Order shall be altered so 
that the following provisions shall have effect: — 20 

(a) The Ilowth Urban District Council shall be a constituent 
authority for the purposes of the Order of 1900 and this 
Order and the joint board shall include one member to be 
elected by that council from among the persons who at 
the time of such elections are members of the council : 25 

(5) The provisions of the Order of 1900 with respect to the 
Clontarf Urban District Council shall cease to have effect, 
and notwithstanding anything in the local Act the number 
of members of the joint board to be elected by ' the 
corporation of Dublin shall be fourteen : 30 

(c) At all meetings of the joint board three members shall con- 
stitute a quorum and Article 15 of the Order of 1900 
shall cease to have, effect. 

2. The foregoing provisions of this Order shall come into opera- 
tion on such date subsequent to the passing of the Act of Parliament 35 
confirming this Order as may be fixed by the Local Government 
Board. 

All costs and expenses incurred by the Local Government Board 
iu relation to the application for preparation of making and confirming 
this Order shall be deemed to be and be defrayed as expenses 40 
incurred by the Dublin Port Sanitary Authority in the execution of 
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this Order and shall he paid "by the port sanitary authority to the 
Local Government Board. 

4. This Order may be cited as the Dublin Port Sanitary Order 
1920.

SCHEDULE B. 

10 URBAN DISTRICT OF KILLINEY AND BALLYBRACK. 

Provisional Order to enable the Killiney and Ballybrack Urban 

District Council to put in force the Compulsory Clauses 
of the Lands Clauses Acts. 

WHEREAS the Killiney and Ballybrack Urban District Council (in 
15 this Order referred to as “the council”) as the road authority for the 
urban district of Ivilliney and Ballybrack require to purchase and 
■talce the lands described in the schedule hereto for the purpose of 
widening and improving the roads known as Military Road and 
Church Road : 

20 Now therefore We the Local Government Board for Ireland in 
pursuance of the powers given to Us by section 203 of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act 1878 and of any other power enabling Us in that 
behalf do hereby order that from and after the date of the Act 
confirming this Order the following provisions shall have effect 
25 (namely) : — 

L The council shall be empowered to put in force with reference 
to the lands described in the schedule hereto and for the purposes 
aforesaid the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts as amended bi- 
section 8 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1896 with respect to the 
30 purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by agreement or any of 
them. 

2. The costs and expenses of the council and of the Local Govern- 
ment. Board for Ireland incurred in respect of the application for 
preparation making and confirmation of this Order shall be paid by 

35 the council as part of their expenses under the Public Health (Ireland) 
Acts 1878 to 1918. 

3. This Order may bo cited as the Ivilliney and Ballybrack Order 
1919.

URBAN DISTRICT OF SLIGO. 

Provisional Order to alter the Financial Relations between the 
Urban District of Sligo and the County of Sligo. 

WHEREAS the council of the urban district of Sligo (in this Order 35 
referred to as “ the district council ”) have presented a memorial to 
the Local Government Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as 
“the. Local Government Board”) alleging that the financial relations 
between the said urban district and the county of Sligo are 
inequitable : 4-0 
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And whereas this Order would alter the provisions of the Sligo A.i). 1920. 
Borough Improvement Act 1869 (in this Order referred to as “the Act 
of 1869 ”) : 


And whereas fifteen years have elapsed since the making of the 
5 Sligo Order 1901 and any Act by virtue of which any portion of the 
expenses in this Order specified became payable by the district council 
came into operation : 

And whereas the Local Government Board having inquired into the 
circumstances think it just to make an Order altering the said financial 
10 relations : 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance 
of the power given to Us by section 71 of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act 1898 and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf 
do hereby order that from and after the date of the Act confirming 
15 tliis Order the following provisions shall have effect (namely) : — 

1. As and from the first day of April in the year one thousand 
nine hundred and nineteen the district council shall anything in 
section 17 of the Act of 1869 or in any other Act or Order notwith- 
standing be exempt from contributing to the county council of Sligo 
20 in respect of the following expenses (namely) 

(a) Expenses in respect of the maintenance of main roads and 
bridges within the rural districts of the county unless and 
until the council of the county shall make a declaration 
of main roads within the urban county district of Sligo 
25 pursuant to section 8 of the Local Government (Ireland) 

Act 1898 and the council of the county and the district 
council agree upon the terms of the future maintenance 
thereof or in default of agreement the said terms shall be 
fixed by tire Local Government Board: 

30 (b) Expenses connected with the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts 

1875 to 1899 the Explosives Act 1875 the Weights and 
Measures Acts 1878 to 1897 : 

(c) Expenses under the Juries (Ireland) Acts 1871 to 1894 except 
the fees of the clerk of the Crown and peace and printing : 
35 (d) One-half of the expenses of the county court house including 

“rents and expenses” “water” “coal” “gas” and 
“ repairs.” 

2. Sections 11 and 20 of the Act of 1869 shall be and are hereby 
repealed. 

j ,0 3. Article 1 (*) of the Sligo Order 1901 shall be and is hereby 

repealed. 
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4. The costs and expenses of the district council and the Local 

Government Board incurred in respect of the application for preparation 
making and confirmation of this Order shall "be paid by the district 
council out of the rate leviable under section 60 of the Towns 
Improvement (Ireland) Act 1854 as amended by any enactment. 5 

5. This Order may be cited as the Sligo Order 1919.

Board for the Mulhear River Drainage District to the

the drainage board for the said district: 

And whereas the said drainage board have consented to the 
making of this Order: 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in pursuance of 30 
the powers given to Us by section 20 of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act 1898 and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf 
do hereby order that from and after the date of the Act confirming 
this Order the following provisions shall have effect : — 

1. There shall be transferred to the county council of the county 35 
of Limerick the business arising in their county under the 
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Drainage and Improvement of Land (Ireland) Acts 1863 A TV 1920. 
to 1892 of the drainage board for the Mulkear River xdmeriek 
Drainage District : 

2. The costs and expenses of the Local Government Board incurred 

5 in respect of the application for preparation making and 

confirmation of this Order shall be paid by the county 
council and may be raised equally over the whole county : 

3. This Order may be cited as the Mulkear River Drainage Order 

1919.
